But my heart has remained in Russia. Every suffering of her peoples finds a response in my soul. 


Knowing the Russian People as I do, I know that nothing but the Gospel of Jesus Chnst will bring peace to their hearts. 


To carry out that purpose the Lord has graciously enabled me to establish the Russian Bible Institute at Philadelphia, 
and the Russian Missionary Society. 


We have this year about sixty splendid Russian students preparing for the Lord’s work in Russia. 


We house, feed and teach them. What they can they have paid themselves. Most of them are too poor to dp so.

It costs $250.00 to support a student for a year; $1 OOO for the full course of four years.

The buildings have cost quite an amount, also the equipment, and now I am praying that we may be able to wipe out 
the whole of the indebtedness on the work, amounting to $41,970.55. 


The care of this work, the burdens for my people, have often been very heavy, almost too heavy to bear, but I still re­ 
joice and look toward the hills whence cometh our help. 


Will you help us by your prayers? And if the Lord speaks to your heart, also in some other way? Even a kind, en­ 
couraging word or a letter sometimes means so much. And your gift, be it ever so small, will show us that you sym­ 
pathize in our heart’s effort to evangelize the 182,000,000 of Russians. 


Will you enable me to educate these Russian missionaries and to return with them to our needy native land as your 
messengers for the Gospel of Christ?

Bryan Christensen Writes to 
Mother of Visit to the 
French Capital 


A letter just received by Mrs. H. 
P. Christensen of Tustin from hor 
son Bryan Christensen, on board the 
West Gale ta, described a 
visit 
of 
Bryan to the grave of 
his 
brother 
George O. Christensen 
near 
Baris, 
France. 
Bryan is in the Marine corps and 
wrote from Brest France. The West 
Galcta, by the way,* was built at San 
Pedro and went into service last Sep­ 
tember. 
Another son of Mrs. Chris­ 
tensen. Norman, is also In the navy. 
George Christensen died in a base 
hospital in Paris June 18, of wounds 
received in the Belleau Woods bat­ 
tle. 
Th© letter describing his last 
resting place follows: 
‘‘My Dear Mother: 
’’Perhaps you will have heard from 
me by the time you get this letter. I 
am writing today to tell 
you 
how' 
things are with me at present and 
what I have been doing since I left 
New York. 
’’We arrived at 
Port 
Haleguin, 
France, March 3 and after lying at 
anchor for four days we went to St. 
Na8aire. After discharging the cargo 
of locomotives and some other filling- 
in material they put on board some 
hundred tons of structural steel. 
We 
next came here to Brest for fuel oil 
and left for the U. S., but went only 
about 40 miles out and lost a propel­ 
ler blade and came back here. 
“We have been here nearly a week 
but will soon go to dry dock and get 
Axed up. 
On the fourth of March I 
got a r< 2-hour furlough, so I went to 
Paris. 
I stopped at a town named 
Mantes and looked around a little 
while. 
I visited an old chateau or 
castle and they are quite interesting. 
I also visited the big cathedral there, 
which is sure some building. 
They 
had a large scaffold and framework 
around the front and I think it had 
been piled over with sand bags to 
make it shell proof. 
“It was quite a large city and com­ 
paratively clean for a French city. 
I was only there a little over 
four 
hours so I didn’t see all there was to 
be seen. 
“Paris is a beautiful city. 
It has 
several wide streets in which it is 
quite a rarity for France. The build­ 
ings are all stone and the architec­ 
ture is unsurpassed for design and 
beauty. 
There 
are \ hundreds 
of 
statues located all over the city and 
along one of the 
boulevards 
there 
are large stone arches. One of them, 
the Arch of Triumph, had been cov­ 
ered with sand bags during the war. 
They hadohauied hundreds of 
Ger­ 
man cannop up from the front and 
had them lined up along the roads 
which lead th the Arch of Triumph. 
“The life in Paris is gay. but traffic 
on the sidewalks is very slow. 
For 
my choice .I wpuld rather be West at 
home agah| titan in Paris with all her 
life and beauty-- 
Belleau Woods and 
Chateau Thierry are only about 60 
miles from Paris and some 
of 
the 
boys went down there to look over 
the battle fields. 
I did not go as I, 
had another m atter to 
look 
up. 
I 
wont to the U. 8. N. C. paymaster 
and he sent me to the graves’ regia-, 
tration bureau to 
find 
out 
where 
brother George is buried. 
“I visited his grave the morning of 
the fifteenth of March and the next1 
lay I took one of the boys up with ( 
me and we took two pictures of the 
grave and two of the cemetery. 
He 
is buried in grave No. 29, American 
cemetery, Ville de Suresnes. 
It is-a 
nice location on 
the 
outskirts 
of 
Paris. 
The cemetery is on 
a 
hill! 
from which you can look upon Paris 
with Eiffel tower in the distance. 
“There are about 930 graves in the 
cemetery and room for about 1900 
more. 
The pictures have not 
been 
developed as yet but I 
think 
they 
should be good as 
the 
sun 
shone 
brightly and 
everything 
was 
just 
right the morning we took them. 
“There is not much news lo tell. 
I feel pretty weU at present, and hope 
that everything is well at home. 
I 
don’t know how soon :t will be before 
I get out but it won’t be more than 
39 months. I am pretty sure of that. 
“Kind regards to all. 
“Lovingly your son. 
“BRYAN.”

LONDON, April 25.—“China needs 
capital for development, notably 
in

for the use of the world, particularly 
when it will be so much needed after 
the great war,” said Mr- Liang Chi- 
chao in a recent interview with the 
London correspondent of the Christ­ 
ian Science Monitor. Mr. Liang is an 
unofficial, 
but privileged member of 
the Chinese delegation at the Peace 
Conference. 
He has had a long pub­ 
lic career in Chinese political life, 
having taken part in the abortive ris­ 
ing of Hang Yu-wei against the regime 
of the Dowager-Kmpress in 1896. and 
following 14 years’ exile spent 
in 
travel, having 
successively 
become 
minister of justice and minister of 
finance and leader of the progressive 
party. He was president of the board 
to consider the reform of Chinese 
currency. 
He has supported the En­ 
tente from the beginning of the war, 
notably in articles, 
lie is one of 
China’s first scholars, and has more 
books to his credit than any other 
Chinese of the present day.

SEE OR SMELL ITS PREY ? 


Ingenious Plan of a Farmer lo Determine a Question That 
Has Puzzled Scientists For Ages 


In Orange County, Cal., there is a naturalist of the soil. A farmer, 
not ashamed of his vocation, he nevertheless lays aside the plow to study 
the questions that M other Nature daily confronts us with. His name is 
J. O. Forster, and, as might be judged, he is not of Hebrew extraction. 
O f late he has been conducting a series of experiments dealing with 
the buzzard. 
It is a fact generally well known that the carcass of a dead animal 
will attract buzzards in the country. It is also a source of wonder that 
*n a barren locality where, with a telescope, one can sweep the horizon 
there may not be a single buzzard observed and yet place a carcass in 
the center of the arca thus described and in half an hour the air will 
he black with tfie big^cavengers. 
\\ here they come from no one seems 
to know. W hether it is the sight of a carcass or the scent they are at­ 
tracted by seems a question impossible to answer. 
It was this question that led to the experiment of M r. Forster. H e 
determined to fin<J out if the buzzards had sufficiently powerful eye­ 
sight to see a carcass fifty miles or so, or whether their oleofactory pow- 
| ers were acute enough to smell at that distance. 
In order to determine 


j this weighty question he hit u p o n an ingenious plan. 
He killed two 
cows. 
One of them he had stuffed, the skin being treated in the man- 
j ner employed by taxidermists so that there was absolutely no odor. The 
; other cow was buried iiTa hole just big enough to contain the body with 
the faintest sprinkling of earth over it, so that it could not be seen but 
so that any odor could get to the surrounding air. 
Selecting a point 
1 about two miles away, he placed the carcass of the stuffed cow upon 
the ground in full view of the surrounding country. Then he sat down 
and watched developments. 
He argued that if the buzzards came to tile carcass that was lightly 
: buried and completely out of sight, it would prove that they had been 
, attracted hv the odor, but that if they came to the stuffed body which 
I lay out upon the open ground ami which was odorless it would prove 


I that it was their eyesight that had led them. 
(T he Editor regrets that he is unable to complete this all-absorbing 
I account of the experiment, as it has been some years ago and he forgets 
; which carcass the buzzards did really come to.)
